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Hall Blasts BOE; 
Leake Replies: 
'You Asked For It' 


G e o r g e W. Hall, Marin’s 
lame-duck county assessor, to­ 
day renewed his charges of 
political interference by the 
state Board of Equalization, 
and was told by board member 
Paul R. Leake: “You asked for 
it, George, and you got it.” 
Hall and Leake, with Walter 
R. Castro, chairman of the Ma­ 
rin County Board of Super­ 
visors, make up the county ap­ 
praisal commission, which met 
to consider asking the Board 
of Equalization for the loan of 
four or five additional apprais­ 
ers to aid in checking taxpay­ 
ers’ protests. 
After a long discussion gen­ 
erated by Hall’s protests of in­ 


terference, the c o m m i s sion 
voted 2-1, Hall opposed, to ask 
for the extra help. 


HALL’S CHARGE 
Hall charged that the state 
legislature a u t h o r i z e d the 
equalization board to “aid and 
assist the assessors of the state, 
but instead they’ve been doing 
everything they could to de­ 
stroy this assessor.” 
He cited three examples of 
what he called interference in 
Marin politics: 
1. A g r o u p of elaborate 
charts prepared by Board of 
Equalization s t a f f members 
showing inequities in Marin tax 
assessments. 
Hall said they 
were “broadcast by the county 
counsel (Leland H. Jordan), ap­ 
parently with the approval of 
the board of supervisors, and 
were intended to poison the 
minds of the listeners.” 
‘POLITICAL POISON’ 
2. A printed letter of infor­ 
mation to taxpayers, which has 
been on the counter of the ap­ 
praisal bureau. Hall last week 
attacked the letter as “political 
propaganda—political poison.” 
3. A letter written by Dixwell 
Pierce, secretary of the state 
board, to the editor of the In- 
dependent-Journal, challenging 
assertions in some of Hall’s 
campaign advertisements. “By 
whose authority did he enter 
into this newspaper political 
smear?” snarled Hall. 
Hall summarized his com­ 
plaints with this parting shot: 
“All this was done, not with 
the idea of aiding and assisting 
the assessor, as the Legislature 
intended, but with the idea of 
assisting in getting him out of 
office—which it did.” 
LEAKE BREAKS IN 
Leake, who had refrained 
from any comment as Hall de­ 
veloped his theme, broke in at 
this point. 
“You brought up the matter 
of Dixwell Pierce’s letter,” he 
said. “Did you e x p e c t the 
Board of Equalization to take 
the stuff you were turning out 
lying down? 
“You asked for it, George, 
and you got it.” 
(The “stuff” in question was 
a Hall campaign ad statement 
that: “The truth is, the state 
Board of Equalization in 1955 
was solely responsible for rais­ 
ing your taxes by raising your 
tax assessments 26*per cent.”) 
Hall demanded who author­ 
ized Pierce to write the letter. 
Leake said: “Pierce asked me 
about it, and I told him, ‘Go to 
it.’ You can’t expect the state 
board to take that stuff lying 
down.” 


MILWAUKEE UD — Lt.

MODIFIED MISSILES 
The vehicles will be modifi­ 
cations of military missiles, he 
added. 
Anderson said that even if 
the rockets miss 
the 
moon, 
they will become “real inter­ 
esting scientific satellites” be­ 
cause their elliptical orbits will 
carry them far out into space 
and possibly around the moon 
and earth in a sort of figure 
eight. 
An Atlas missile, or a Thor 
with appropriate later stages, 
would be capable of hoisting 
into orbit a 3,000-pound artifi­ 
cial satellite like the Russian 
Sputnik III, Anderson said.

“But I am not without hope,” 
he said, “that we may succeed 
little by little, if not all at 
once, in making some progress 
toward the relaxation of ten­ 
sions in the world.” 
Macmillan said it would be 
foolish to expect any summit 
meeting to bridge the gap be­ 
tween East and West. 
He added, however, that “if 
conditions are favorable and if 


the will is there they might 
make, first, a little progress 
here, and then a little there 
and so bring us out of a condi­ 
tion of stalemate into one of 
negotiation.” 


But he said it can be done 
“only if both sides are willing. 
We on our side certainly are 
•willing.” 


After the ceremony, t h e y 
flew back to Washington to re­ 
sume an informal three-day 
conference on world problems. 
Their talks began yesterday. 


Informed sources said Mac­ 
millan told Eisenhower the 
United States must exchange 
atomic secrets with his nation 
before Britain can agree to sus­ 
pend nuclear tests. 


He also urged that free world 
nations provide new capital to 
finance world trade, that the 
international monetary fund be 
strengthened and enlarged and 
that new efforts be made to 
persuade Germany to increase 
i t s l o a n s a n d investments 
abroad.

One night last November, at 
a crowded meeting in Marin 
wood, a member of the Dixie 
School District teaching staff 
was acclaimed as “one of the 
ablest teachers I know in the 
field of science.”

The object of his praise was 
Edward L. Hanchett, 45, of Mill 
Valley. 
But the occasion was not 
testimonial dinner. 
It was 
solemn meeting of the Dixie 
School Board, called for the 
sole purpose of determining 
what action was required next 
in the controversial case of 
“Ned” Hanchett.

DEFIED PROBERS 
A month earlier, the board 
had voted 3-2 to suspend and 
ultimately 
dismiss 
Hanchett 
from his seventh grade teach­ 
ing job at Marinwood’s Mary E. 
Silveira School. The reason? He 
had refused last summer to an­ 
swer certain questions put to 
him by the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities at a 
televised hearing in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
At the November meeting, 
Dixie trustees—this time by a 
4-1 vote— agreed to reinstate 
Hanchett pending a court de­ 
termination of his case. 
Next, the board faced the 
question of where to employ 
him 
on 
a 
temporary 
basis. 
Willis then lauded Hanchett’s 
ability as a science teacher and 
announced he planned to put 
him to work helping formulate 
a district science program for 
p u p i l s 
from 
kindergarten 
through eighth grade. 
Willis told the board he had 
“faith that the man would ac­ 
cept 
the 
challenge 
I 
have 
thrown at him.” 
He was not mistaken. Han­ 
chett soon was hard at work 
on a curriculum designed to 
stimulate the interest of ele­ 
mentary school youngsters 
in scientific methods and at­ 
titudes. 
Soviet Russia’s first Sputnik 
already was orbiting in outer 
space and alarmed Americans 
— scientists, military men, edu­ 
cators and laymen— were de­ 
manding an overhaul of the 
nations 
school 
science 
pro­ 
grams. 
Officials of Dixie School Dis­ 
trict were so eager to get their 
new program under way that 
portions of it were utilized as 
soon as they were ready. 
By next September, instruc­ 
tional literature and materials 
to aid the teaching of science 
at all elementary grade levels 
will be available to every teach­ 
er in the district. 


‘COOPERATIVE VENTURE’ 
Discussing the program the 
other day, Hanchett correctly 
described its development as 
“a cooperative venture involv­ 
ing a number of teachers and 
administrators.” 
“It’s not so much what I’ve 
done here,” he said, “it’s what 
we have all been able to ac­ 
complish together—and that’s 
the way it ought to be. Anyone 
can prepare a curriculum. But 
unless the curriculum is trans­ 
lated to action in the class­ 
room, it’s only so much paper.” 
After getting his temporary 
assignment, H a n c h e t t was 
named to a nine-member dis­ 
trict science committee headed 
by Lenore Vasche, sixth grade 
teacher at Silveira. 
The committee gave thought 
to the scope of a well-balanced 
elementary 
science 
program 
and decided it must embrace 
(1) classroom discussion, with 
encouragement of a question­ 
ing attitude among the pupils, 
(2) reading and research, (3) 
field trips and (4) experimenta­ 
tion. 
B e c a u s e 
experimentation 
stirs interest, it was felt this 
should be given special em­ 
phasis at the outset. 
“We want to teach chil 
dren 
about scientific 
atti­ 
tudes—attitudes of accuracy 
and honesty of thought, and 
of refusal to jump to con­ 
clusions before the evidence 
is in,” said Hanchett. “This 
involves careful and accurate 
experimentation, and it can 
be started at the lowest level 
—in kindergarten. Of this 
we are sure. 
“We also want to teach scien­ 
tific methods of work, starting 
out with the clear definition of 
problems whose solutions re­ 
quire the gathering of infor­ 
mation.” 
For his part, Hanchett has 
worked chiefly on the prepara­ 
tion of classroom demonstra­ 
tions and experiments. With 
the assistance of teachers Ken­ 
neth Lucas of Fairfax School 
District and Elwood Ford of 
Sausalito School District, he 
has compiled a bulging loose- 


leaf binder crammed with illus­ 
trated material. Copies of this 
instructional 
g u i d e 
already 
have been given to Dixie teach­ 
ers. 


BUILD CONFIDENCE 
“Our 
problem.” 
Hanchett 
said, ‘ has been to allay the 
fears of many who feel inse­ 
cure about teaching science. 
We felt if we could put one of 
these binders in the hands of 
every teacher and give them a 
chance to look it over in ad­ 
vance, we would go a long way 
toward building confidence.” 
A glance at the chapter head­ 
ings reveals the broad scope of 
the guide: The Earth and Uni­ 
verse, Weather and Climate, 
Conservation 
and 
Chemical 
Change, 
Living Things, 
and 
Energy, Power, Machines and 
Applied Science. 
The Dixie guide eventually 
will be made available to ail 
elementary teachers in Marin’s 
oublic schools. Printed by the 
county schools department, it 
will be included in the appen­ 
dix of a comprehensive guide 
which every Marin school dis­ 
trict will receive. 
Three members of the Dixie 
science 
committee, 
including 
Hanchett, also are members of 
a larger countywide commit­ 
tee headed by Roy Davis, coun­ 
ty school health coordinator. 
This group is preparing the 
county guide, to which most 
elementary districts are con­ 
tributing material. 


ECONOMIC FACTS 
While the majority of public 
school administrators recognize 
the urgent need for 
better 
science programs, many have 
had to face 
hard 
economic 
facts. 
Sure,” they say, “it’s a fine 
idea. But where are we going 
to get the tools to work with? 
We can’t afford to buy all that 
expensive equipment.” 
Before Sputnik I soared into 
space, the Dixie School Board 
had appropriated $1,000 to pur­ 
chase science materials. A rea­ 
sonable sum, perhaps, for a 
normal pre-Space Age science 
curriculum, but a mere pit­ 
tance when stacked up against 
the needs of a stepped-up pro­ 
gram requiring costly appara­ 
tus for experiments and demon­ 
strations. 
The Dixie district tackled 
the problem head on. Without 
any sense of shame, it literally 
went begging. 
COMMITTEE FORMED 
A science resources commit­ 
tee of parents, teachers and 
upper grade pupils was created 
to obtain items for which no 
funds had been budgeted. 
A list of more than 1,000 
usable items was printed and 
distributed to parents. A cover­ 
ing letter asked them to check 
all they might be willing to 
donate “so that eventually no 
teacher or class will be without 
materials with which to do a 
good job in science education.” I 
"We 
thought 
the 
parents 
would respond when they saw 
the kind of things we wanted,” 
Hanchett said. But he was as 
unprepared as anyone for the 
overwhelming response. 
Several hundred check lists 
were returned by persons 
volunteering to give every­ 
thing from needle and thread 
to circulating water pumps 
and from adhesive tape to 
test tubes. 
Then there were the “hot 
dog ladies” of Marinwood, a 
group of mothers who sold hot 
dogs to Silveira School chil­ 
dren every Tuesday noon for 
several months until they had 
collected about $200. With the 
money they purchased a bio­ 
scope (a super-microscope that 
projects “live” pictures on a 
screen) and gave it to the dis­ 
trict. 
The bioscope permits an en­ 
tire class, instead of one pupil 
at a time, to witness the wrig- 
giings of an amoeba or some 
other form of animal life that 
is invisible to the unaided eye. 
‘LOTS OF FUN’ 
“It’s lots of fun and a mar­ 
velous training aid,” says Don 
T h i e l e r , Silveira principal, 
whom Hanchett describes as 
“an old hand with a micro­ 
scope.” Co-chairmen of the hot 
dog sales committee were Mrs. 
Joseph Cristiani and Mrs. Rich­ 
ard Mallett of the Marinwood 
Home and School Club. 
The vast quantity of material 
obtained from generous par­ 
ents has been sorted by Han­ 
chett and stored in four rooms, 
two at Silveira School and one 
each at Bernard Hoffman and 
Santa 
Margarita 
Schools 
in 
Terra Linda. 
Late in March, the Dixie dis­ 
trict held a one-day science 
workshop to acquaint teachers 
with the goals of the new pro­ 
gram and give them usable 
ideas to carry back to the class­ 


room. Fifteen teachers from 
the 
neighboring 
San 
Jose 
School District also attended 
the session. 
“We aren’t trying to pre­ 
tend we have the best science 
program in the world,” Han­ 
chett says, “but we have a 
start, along practical lines.” 
He also injects a word of 
caution against overemphasis 
of science in relation to other 
subject matter. 
“We want to maintain a bal­ 
ance. not only within the field 
of science, but also within the 
entire elementary curriculum,” 
he 
says. 
“There 
is 
a 
vast 
amount of work to be done in 
integrating natural s c i e n c e 
with social science.” 
But 
what 
of Hanchett’s 
future with the district he 
has served so ably? Ironi­ 
cally, he has none. When 
school opens next fall he 
will not be on hand to watch 
his efforts bear fruit. 
Marin Superior Court, asked 
by the district last fall to de­ 
cide the Hanchett case on its 
merits, has yet to schedule a 
hearing. On May 3, the school

year. Jn the absence of a court 
decision, the board decided not 
to renew his contract.

Pupil Tells 
How Science 
Setup Works 


(What 
is 
a 
stepped-up 
science program in elemen­ 
tary 
school, 
when 
viewed 
through the eyes of a pupil? 
(This story by Andy Wil­ 
son, a fourth grade pupil at 
Bernard Hoffman School in 
Terra Linda, gives some idea 
of what Dixie district’s new 
science program means to 
the children. 
(It follows, just 
as 
the 
fourth grade pupil wrote it): 
By ANDY WILSON 
On the day that our teacher, 
Mrs. Mulholland, su g g e ste d 
that the class build a dam, 
friend of my family’s, who is 
an 
architect, 
visited 
us 
at 
home. He helped me draw the 
plans. A few days later the 
plywood board, that we were 
going to build the dam on, ar­ 
rived at our classroom. Mrs. 
Mulholland told me that the 
science teacher, Mr. Hanchett, 
would come to our class to help 
us. 
Next morning Mr. Hanchett 
brought us a frame covered 
with a waterproof tarp. He told 
us to nail wire over the frame 
and said we would use mag­ 
nesite for the dam. In a few 
days we got 10 pounds of pow­ 
dered 
magnesite 
which 
we 
mixed with a special magne­ 
site mix into a cement-like 
paste. When w7e spread it on 
the frame it hardly covered it. 
Then we got 20 more pounds 
of magnesite which covered 
everything but the sides. But 
we were using so much of the 
mix that we ran out in two 
days. Mr. Hanchett came again 
and spread brick mortar on 
the sides of the dam. Then we 
put waterproofing on the dam 
and painted it •— the bottom 
blue, 
the 
sides 
green, 
the 
mountains 
around 
the 
edge 
brown, 
and 
the 
dam 
itself 
white. 
Next we attached a tube to 
a pump and ran it to a filter. 
The filter is a glass bottle fill­ 
ed with filtering material. It 
has a hole in the bottom and 
the top is plugged with a cork 
with a hole through it. A bent 
glass tube comes out through 
the cork. It is attached to an­ 
other tube which runs up the 
side of the dam and into a sec­ 
ond bent glass tube. 
The last thing we did was 
mold 
waterproof 
c e m e n t 
around the tube to shape a 
fountain. When we turned the 
pump on, it shot up like a 
fountain. The pump is run on 
four ^-volt batteries coupled 
together and attached to a 
knife switch which is connect­ 
ed to one of t ie wires that 
leads to the pump. 
We built our dam because 
we’ve 
been 
studying 
about 
water and water power.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Now's Time To Check Into 
Cost Of Running County 


We’ve discussed in this space numer­ 
ous times how appraisals become assess­ 
ments and how the tax rate multiplied 
by your assessment equals your tax bill. 
But there is one ingredient in this dis­ 
cussion which doesn't appear in the 
foreground. We sometimes get so in­ 
volved in figuring our taxes that we for­ 
get the basic cause of taxes—the spend­ 
ing of money by government. 
Now is the time to think about the 
county’s spending program for next 
year. Right now the Board of Super­ 
visors has before it a tentative budget 
which indicates just where every dollar 
of your tax money, more than 10 million 
of them, will be spent by the county next 
year. 
This is the time you can have a real 
say on how much your taxes will be. If 
you can reduce the total cost of your 
government, your taxes can’t help but 
be reduced. 
You probably noticed in the headlines 
about 10 days ago that the county tax 
rate would come down at least 11 Yh 
cents and possibly as much as 25 cents 


next fiscal year. This sounds like a real 
cut in cost of county government. 
Actually, the proposed budget is 
about a million and a quarter dollars 
MORE than it was this year. 
Now we aren’t saying whether this 
is good or bad, necessary or unneces­ 
sary. We haven’t had a chance to ex­ 
amine the budget yet ourselves. 
But we want to point out that the tax 
rate doesn’t regulate the amount of 
spending; the tax rate is determined 
by the amount to be spent, and the 
amount to be spent is determined by the 
county budget. 
As we said, we intend to study the 
county budget carefully. There will be 
many stories about it in the Indepen­ 
dent-Journal. We hope, however, that 
you too will look into the details of how 
much of your money goes where, and 
why. Then you will be in a position to 
tell your supervisors whether you do, 
or do not, want to spend money for cer­ 
tain purposes. 
The inescapable fact is, if that budget 
is smaller, so will be your tax bill. 


Solicitors Should Give Receipts 


In the past few weeks we have no­ 
ticed at least two house-to-house fund 
drives conducted by well-known organi­ 
zations, which have failed to follow two 
elementary rules for such campaigns. 
Neither one of these organizations 
gave their solicitors either identification 
or receipt books. As a result, we are 
sure the campaigns w e r e nowhere 
near as successful as if the household­ 
ers had been sure the solicitors were on 
the up-and-up. 
We think it is only right that any 
home owner solicited for money should 
be assured the funds he gives are going 


where he thinks they are going. 
He 
can only be sure if he knows the solicit­ 
ors are who they say they are and there 
is some method of checking that money 
given them reaches its destination. 


In addition, a home owner has the 
right to deduct such charitable gifts 
from his income taxes. He can’t do this 
unless he has a receipt to prove he made 
the gift. 


So we urge all organizations to pro­ 
vide solicitors with such materials. And 
we urge householders not to contribute 
unless they receive such assurances.

SHADES OF HITLER 
Nazi Party Grounds 
Readied For Housing 


By DONALD SHANOR 
NUERNBERG, G e r m a n y 
(UPI) — Nazi Germany’s big­ 
gest and bleakest monument, 
deserted for nearly 20 years, 
is coming back to life as a 
giant housing project. 
It is the Nazi Party Grounds 
here, 
where 
hundreds 
of 
thousands of Hitler’s Brown- 
shirts marched during the 
30s. It has been empty since 
the start of World War II in 
1939. 
Since 1945, successive city 
governments have been won­ 
dering what to do with it. The 
Nazis built on such heroic 
proportions that razing or al­ 
tering meant major budget 
outlays. 


WORK HAS NOW begun on 
a housing project, with parks, 
a lake, shops, and apartments 
for 40,000 persons. But before 
the buildings can go up, much 
of Hitler’s architecture must 
come down. 
The 
11 
pseudo - classical 
stone towers around the giant 
assembly field, some of them 
more than 100 feet high, must 
be blown up at a cost of half 
a million dollars. 
The actes of paved ground 
that 
once thundered with 
goosestepping boots will be 
broken up in patches to make 
room for trees. 
The pit excavated for the 
“German Stadium” that was 
never built, filled with rubble 
and muddy water since the 
war, will be cleaned out and 
made into a lake. The moun­ 
tains of rubble surrounding it 
will be covered with top soil 
and smoothed into a park.

DeGaulle Staking His Whole Plan 


On Quick, Negotiated Algerian Peace 


General de Gaulle came 
into power because he alone 
offers any hope of being able 
to make peace in Algeria and 
North Africa. He has staked 
the fate of his government on 
his ability to do this,, and 
everything else—the reform 
of the French constitution in­ 
cluded—depends upon his suc­ 
cess in Algeria. 
That his supreme objec­ 
tive must be peace in North 
Africa is attested by the fact 
that he has asked for special 
powers only for a limited per­ 
iod of six months. If his ob­ 
jectives were to make war in 
order to suppress the rebel­ 
lion by military force, six 
months would surely not be 
enough time. 


THE LIMITED terms on 
which he has asked for spe­ 
cial powers and the moderate 
character of the Cabinet he 
has appointed can have only 
•one meaning — that he be­ 
lieves he can arrange an ac­ 
ceptable settlement without 
much more fighting and in 
the next few months. 
The crucial question, on 
which his success depends, is 
whether he can count upon 
the whole loyalty of the Army 
in Algeria and in France. If 
he can count upon it, the 
civilian extremists will not be 
able to veto the political con­ 
cessions which any conceiv­ 
able 
negotiated 
settlement 
will require them to make. 
If, on the other hand, the 
Army in Algeria with support 
from the Army in France is 
with the civilian extremists, 
Gen. de Gaulle must fail and 
civil war will be, it would 
seem, unavoidable. 


THUS 
FAR, 
the indica­ 
tions are favorable. There is 
reason to think that in the in­ 
surrection 
in 
Algeria 
the 
Army was not acting on be­ 
half of the civilian extremists, 
but for reasons of its own. 
The first of these reasons was 
that by taking command of 
the rioting mobs, the Army 
maintained law and order dur­ 
ing the dangerous interval 
when there was no responsible 
government in Paris. 
The other reason, one may 
venture to think, is that the 
Army’s grievance against the 
parliamentary government in 
Paris was that it was too weak 
to make war and too weak to 
make peace. 
It is highly probable that 
while the civilian extremists 
« n really interested in white 


predominance over the Mo»- 
lem masse«, the Army’s pri­ 
mary interest is to see con­ 
cluded with honor to itself 
an indecisive and inglorious 
war. 
This would account for the 
Army’s 
faith in 
Gen. 
de 
Gaulle. For there is nothing 
he has ever said, there is 
nothing in his record, to sup­ 
port the notion that he would 
espouse the purposes of the 
civilian extremists, of the so- 
called Algerian lobby, who 
have stultified all the preced­ 
ing governments. 
THERE IS, on the other 
hand, his whole record as one 
of the great historic figures 
of our epoch to guarantee that 
he will protect the honor of 
the French Army. 
I 
have 
known 
many a 
Frenchman who has looked to 
de Gaulle as the only man 
who could extricate France 
from the horrible predica­ 
ments of an indecisive war. 
The feeling of these French­ 
men that de Gaulle can do 
what no other Frenchman can 
do is not unlike the popular 
feeling in this country in 
1952, that only Gen. Eisen­ 
hower with his great person­ 
al prestige had power to bring 
to an end the stalemated Ko­ 
rean war.

Reds Hint 
They'll Try

BERLIN (UPI) — The East 
German 
Communists 
threat­ 
ened today to try as spies the 
nine American soldiers whose 
helicopter was forced down in 
Communist territory. 
The official Defense Minis­ 
try newspaper Die Volksarmee 
(The People Army) said the 
helicopter flew over East Ger­ 
many to spy and that “flying 
spies will be treated as such.” 
‘The warmongers in Wash­ 
ington and Bonn should know 
that the German Democratic 
Republic (Communist govern­ 
ment) — which in their view 
does not exist—will not allow 
our border to be flown over 
brashly in order to carry out 
espionage,” the newspaper said. 
The Soviet has rejected all 
American requests to return 
the nine soldiers, members of 
the U. S. 3rd Armored Division, 
who were forced down Satur­ 
day when their helicopter ran 
into a thunderstorm, and has 
turned the matter over to the 
Communist zone government. 
But today U. S. Army and 
State Department spokesmen 
rejected Communist demands 
they negotiate with the East 
German government for return 
of the men. They said such a 
demand was an attempt to 
blackmail the United States 
into recognition of the puppet 
regime. 


from the U. S. viewpoint. 
Eisenhower told the Russian 
premier this government would 
not object to the inclusion of 
experts from Czechoslovakia 
and Poland on Russia’s side. 
The Western powers partici­ 
pating, he said, would be the 
United Kingdom, France, and 
possibly other countries in ad­ 
dition to the United States.

British Avert New

N I C O S I A , Cyprus (UPI)— 
British patrols raced into ac­ 
tion today and headed off new 
clashes when columns of Greek 
and Turkish Cypriots armed to 
the teeth with clubs, rocks and 
knives converged on each other 
just outside Nicosia. 
The mobs were dispersed. 
But the island endured a tense 
truce while Greece and Turkey, 
threatening NATO unity, de­ 
bated the Cypriot crisis before 
the Atlantic Alliance Council 
meeting in Paris. 
Today’s threatened violence 
erupted when each side heard 
rumors the other was about to 
attack. Gangs were hastily mo­ 
bilized for more of the mob 
action which has left six dead 
and scores wounded in the past 
four days. 


De Gaulle May 
Ask Stronger 


French Senate 


PARIS iJPi—Premier Charles 
de Gaulle reportedly favors 
cutting the French Parliament 
in two, with a weakened Na­ 
tional Assembly for continental 
France alone and a more pow 
erful Senate for all of the 
French union. 
De Gaulle won the power 
last week to draft a virtually 
new constitution for France 
and submit it directly to the 
voters. He is known to favor 
making the Senate the strong 
body and limiting the Assem 
bly’s power — the opposite of 
the present French system. 


DISCUSSES VIEWS 
The premier discussed his 
views on constitutional reform 
with a delegation of the French 
Confederation of C h r i s t i a n 
Workers today. 
He assured 
them he wanted workers to 
have a larger voice in the leg­ 
islative system, Secretary Gen­ 
eral George Levard reported.

P a r i s , meanwhile, buzzed 
with rumors that a meeting of 
de Gaulle, President Eisenhow 
er and British Prime Minister 
Harold Macmillan was in the 
offing, but diplomats generally 
discounted them. The rumors 
were touched off when U. S. 
Ambassador Amory Houghton 
called on the premier before 
leaving for the United States, 
where Eisenhower is confer­ 
ring with Macmillan.

The two priests are Rev. Jo­ 
seph P. McCormick of Ossining, 
N. Y., and Rev. Cyril P. Wag­ 
ner of Pittsburgh, Pa. 
Both 
were arrested in Shanghai on 
June 15, 1953, and later were 
sentenced to five y e a r s in 
prison. 


The two priests live in a five- 
room, two-story house in Shan­ 
ghai where they were taken in 
1956 from prison. Their treat­ 
ment apparently has been good.

Proceeds of the bout, called 
“Fight for Lives,” goes to the 
non-sectarian City of Hope Hos­ 
pital. 
“I guess you might say I’ve 
been fortunate,” Rademacher 
said. “In my first pro fight I 
met Patterson and people tel! 
me I made a good showing. I 
hope to do better next time. 
That’s why I agreed to meet 
Folley — to set up that next 
bout with Patterson.” 
Folley, r a t e d with Eddie 
Machen as top challengers for 
Patterson’s title, said that was 
his idea too. He said he didn’t 
underrate Rademacher either. 
“I think Pete’s a good fighter 
and this s h o u l d be a great 
match,” the Chandler, Ariz., 
boxer said. “ It means so much 
for both of us.” 
Folley said anyone who could 
knock Patterson down, as Rade­ 
macher did in his bout with the 
champ last August, and then 
stay six rounds had to be taken 
seriously. 
Patterson knocked out Rade­ 
macher, the Olympic heavy­ 
weight champion, temporarily 
ending the 
baldish fighter’s 
hopes of winning the most cov­ 
eted fight crown in his first 
professional fight. 
“I’m three or four times the 
fighter now than I was last 
summer when I met Patter­ 
son,” the 2 9 -year-old Rade­ 
macher said. 
“I’m not over­ 
awed by Patterson but I’ll be 


in better shape for Folley and 
even better than that for Pat­ 
terson.” 


Folley and Rademacher met 
twice as amateurs with each 
winning once. The 26-year-old 
Folley r e c e n t l y drew with 
Machen in a bout in San Fran­ 
cisco. 


Matchmaker George Parnas­ 
sus said the Folley-Rademacher 
bout might be moved up or 
back a day if it can be televised 
nationally. He said the match 
might go outdoors to Wrigley 
Field if the demand for tickets 
is great enough.

Stadium every morning, teach­ 
ing them the simple art of 
bunting? 


THE FIRST rudiments of col­ 
lege baseball I learned at St. 
Mary’s College was how to lay 
down a bunt. He didn’t give a 
hoot whether you could smack 
a home run or collect a double 
or triple. His biggest worry was 
“ CAN YOU LAY DOWN A 
BUNT IN A CLINCH?” 
I am no copper-hearted guy 
and I would not blow the 
whistle on anybody, and I hate 
to have muscle men from the 
Giants getting readied up to 
work me over, but honestly 
how can the Giants be classed 
as a big league ball club when 
not one of the so and so’s know 
how to bunt? 
Just because Willie Mays is 
hitting better than .400 or just 
because 
Orlando 
Cepada 
is 
credited with driving in such 
and 
such 
number of 
runs 
does not mean they shouldn’t 
take time off in the morning 
and learn how to sacrifice a 
player along, in case the occa­ 
sion demands it. 


THE LATE Jack Miller of 
Pittsburgh and later manager 
of the Seals was from a Mil­ 
waukee Dutch family. He got 
the name of “ Dots” Miller be­ 
cause his dear old dad used to 
attend every game and. when­ 
ever Jack did something good, 
the old 
man 
would holler. 
“ DOTS MY BOY.” 
Fred Clarke was manager of 
the Pirates when Miller played 
there and gave “ Dots” the la 
savante, 
which 
in 
French 
means a kick in the pantry and 
chased him out of the ball game 
because this particular day he 
told “ Dots’’ to bunt with three 
men on. Instead “ Dots” hit a 
homerun with the bags loaded. 
Yes sir, that really happened. 
And if Hurricane Rigney thinks 
he can win a pennant without 
using the old bunt style of play 
he’d better puli in his head be­ 
cause there is quite a shortage 
of lumber in these parts. 


YOU HAVE to admit that 
young ball players figure to 
make a lot of mistakes in field­ 
ing and in base running. But 
they never should be classed as 
big leaguers if they CANT 
BUNT. 
What they need and what 
every big league ball player 
who is worth a hoot needs is 
somebody who knows how to 
bunt. Get that guy out to Seals 
Stadium Mister Rigney and fer 
goodness’ sakes let him teach 
your boys how to bunt. 
When the late Frank Chance 
was with the Cubs and later 
when Red Killifer was with the 
3hils, they went so far as to 
stick their noggins out and get 
lit with a pitched ball sooner 
than learn to bunt safely. 
I tell you, Mister Rigney, you 
can save me that soap box Billy 
Graham is going to use at Seals 
Stadium and I’ll go out there 
personally and stress the im­ 
portance of the BUNT. 
I may have to do a little road 
work to get in shape, but by 
gad count me in for the job.

Italy's Faithful Dog 
Joins Master In Death 


B O R G O SAN LORENZO, 
Italy (UPI)—The mayor of Bor- 
go San Lorenzo ordered burial 
with full honors today for Fido, 
a flea-bitten brown and white 
hound who remained faithful 
unto death. 
When Fido was a small dog 
he accompanied his master, 
Carlo Soriani, to a bus stop and 
would meet him there in the 
evening. 
Soriani was killed 
Dec. 29, 1943, in a wartime 
bombing of Florence. 
For nearly 14 years the dog 


waited for his master, trotting 
to the bus stop every evening, 
waiting until the last bus had 
gone and then trotting unhap­ 
pily home. 
Fido’s 
faithfulness 
caught 
the imagination of all Italy. It 
earned him a gold medal and a 
monument from Italy’s dog 
lovers. Six months ago the 
Communist mayor unveiled a 
life-size ceramic statue of Fido. 
In recent weeks the trips to 
the bus stop grew more and 
more infrequent. The old dog 


was decrepit and sick and the 
one-mile walk often proved too 
much for his aching old legs. 
Yesterday 
afternoon 
the 
faithful dog set out on his walk 
to the bus stop for the last 
time. Children returning from 
school found him dead on the 
white, dusty road, a few hun­ 


dreds yards from the house 
where he lived with Soriani’i 
widow. 
Old age at last had stopped 
his heart. 
Fido will be buried just out­ 
side the wall of the small cem­ 
etery of Luco di Mugello, where 
Soriani rests.

Regan 
said the planes seemed to be 
on a collision course so he 
dived the airliner.
